Rev, Robertson said he had bad

He said that the 
m'msters were agreed upon the ex- 
ceptions noted in the ordinance and 
also that an ord nance could not be 
enforced unless it ineols with 
the 


approval of the common sense of the 
great body of people.

des're was to have the sale of them 
stopped during church hours.

s.immer months but that meat men 
had told hi m there w no need of 
keeping open at all on Sunday but 
..hose he talked with already close 
on Sunday.

chased Saturday night which spoiled 
over Sunday.

Government Compelled to Use Force

Citv of Mexico, Jan 9 —Reports re- 


ceived from Rio Blanco and Nogales, 
In the Oriziba -mill district,.'Indicate 
that the government has completely 
mastered the situation,, The strikers 
have ceased all acts of violence m the 
presence of the large body of troops 
rushed there from this capital and 
nearby garrisons. The seriousness of 
the affair, however, was realized when 
it was made known that 30 of the 
workmen were killed outright 
and 


over SO wounded by the soldiers, who 
were compelled to fire on the main 
body of the rioters before they could 
be dispersed. 


It was learned that the men. after 


pillaging the company store at the 
Rio Blanco mills, became emboldened 
by their success. A part of the mea 
rushed to iVogales, a short distance 
awa\, where another mill is located. 
Telegraph, telephone and electric light 
wires were cut and pawnshops and 
private houses were pillaged 
Thna 


the jails were thrown open and the 
prisoners st-t free 
Residents of the 


mill region fiod n terror to Omiba. 
When the strikers reached Xogales 
one mill official and srcndarmf from 
Oriziba made an ineffectual attempt 
to check them 
A stnkor named Mo- 


rel os threw a huge stone at Senor 
Herrr-ra, major of the citv of Ori/iba, 
striking that ofi>-al on tap head and 
badly wounding him 
IJf rrera arose 


from where he had falli n and shot 
Morelos, killing him instantlv A body 
cf troops arrived and as the stiikcrs 
attempted to resist, a volley was fired 
into the mob, killing 30 and wounding 
over SO. After this the mob was scat- 
tered, the strikers gathering together 
In groups at various points. 


A body of 700 collected on a rail- 


road track and held the tram for the 
city of Vera Cruz for several hours, 
the engineers not daring to run 
through the crowd. Finally troops ar- 
rived and charged the men with 
broadswords, scattering them. 


The jails and armories are filled 


with imprisoned strikers. The gov- 
ernment has learned that a committee 
of strikers has left Oriziba for Tlax- 
cala, Hucbla and other cities to incite 
laborers at those points to strike.
